Before the Italian Schneider team 
left Great’ Britain In 1929 its com- 
manding ofticer, Colonel Bernasconi, 
exprdssed the view that the Schnel- 


‘ory speed test betause there_wer

into something not contemplated by 
the donor, the late M. Jacques 
Schneider, when he presented, the. 
trophy to the Aero Club of - France 
int December, 1912, Only ‘a few 
months ago the British Government 
made the same assertion, giving it 
asa reason why the Royal Air Force 
should not defend the ‘trophy this 
year. wisp 

« Aeronautics ‘Henefited, 

There certainly seems to be some- 1 
thing in this view. M. ‘Schneider 
evidently wished to aysure that the 
competing craft shouldbe practical, 
seaworthy machines, and':not mere 
racing freaks. For, that reason 
certain tests in alighting and taking 
off aré always held.as part of the 


contest. In 1912 it must have seem- 1 


ed impossible that seaplanes should 
ever hold ‘the speed record of ‘the 
world. Yet that,‘has ‘come about, 
and in the- proces§ the scienco of 
geronautics has very greatly bene: ! 
fited, The great advaitage has been 
experienced in increasing speed. 
Even in 1925 no one foresaw that a 
squadron of RAF. aeroplanes 
would be able to .fly at" 200 m.ph. 
Any advance in the seaworthiness 
of tHe floats (and~ that,"too, has 
taken place)’ has jeen incidental. 
It would, probably be a good thing 
if the series of Schneider contests 
were to end now and a new com- 
petition were instituted with con- 
ditions which ‘only had regard ..to 
speed. For that to'happen fhe 
first step is for Great Britain tq win 
the contest next month. , 1f she docs 
it will be her third successive vic- 
tory, and the trophy will remdin 
permanently ‘with our Royal Aero 
Club. i 

: The ‘First Contests. 

The first Scheider contests were 
private, ftiendly affairs which did 
not attract much public attention. 
[In 1913 the first was held off 
—-|-Monaco, -. France tontered several 
machines; -and-zAmeriea one... The 
only starter who finished the course 
was M. Prevost, in a Deperdussin 
twin-foat monoplane with 160-hp: 
Gnome... He, completed’ the course 
of 150 sea miles in’ an actual flying 
time of .2 hours 50 minutes, ‘but 
through some error did not cross 
the finishing line until about an 
hour after he had-landed. Conae- 
auently his official time was 3° hours 
48 minutes, and his average speed 
became only 45.75 mph, which was 
wv libel on his seaplane. . 

Trophy in England,
